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Renewal of Amateur Station Licenses 


In June 2009 the Wireless Telegraphy 
(Amateur Station Licence) Regulations 2009 
came into force which changed individual 
Amateur Station Licences from annual 
licences to lifetime licences. However, 
licencees are still required to confirm the 
details of their licence every 5 years. ComReg 
will be advising the IRTS how to comply with 
this requirement in 2014 and we will 
endeavour to keep members updated as details 
emerge. 


CQ WW SSB Europe Winners EI7M 
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Congratulations to the East Cork Group 
EI7M on their magnificent performance in 
winning Europe in the 2012 CQ WW SSB 
Contest held last October and they also 
finished fifth in the world. They had two 
million points to spare over their great rivals of 
recent years, the top Austrian station E7DX, 
with OM8A close behind in third place. The 
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winning team was John EI8IR, Neil EI3JE, 
Dan EI3JZ, Mark EI4KD, Enda EI2II and Pete 
G4CLA. This is the first time an EI station has 
won Europe and we wish them well in 
defending their title next October.
